It’s hugs and handshakes as Blago arrives for corruption trial’s first day

Like a candidate still running for office, a 
smiling and jovial Rod Blagojevich waded 
into the crowd— making upbeat state- 
ments, hugging and shaking hands with 
supporters holding signs. 

He’s not on a ballot anymore, though, 
and the only voters who matter are the 12 
people who will be chosen from the po- 
tential jurors the judge began questioning 
Thursday They will decide if the former 
Illinois governor tried to sell President 
Obama’s former Senate seat and leverage 
his power into a moneymaking enterprise. 

Since being ousted from office, Blago- 
jevich has pleaded his innocence to the 
public on radio, in comedy shows and in 
a book, often playing the lovable goof 
For one reality show, his wife went in his 
stead— making an impression on one po- 
tential juror, who told the judge she had 
seen Patti Blagojevich on TV eating a 
bug. 

Blagojevich himself was “on some kind 
of reality show, too,” she said. But the 


judge plainly tried to steer clear of politi- 
cal opinions. 

Some 18 months after FBI agents ar- 
rested him at his home at dawn, Blagojev- 
ich arrived at federal court, holding hands 
with Patti. He stepped into a gauntlet of 
about 30 waiting cameras and reporters 
outside the courthouse. Of no more than 
10 bystanders, three or four were vocal 
supporters. 

“I feel great,” said Blagojevich, who de- 
nies any wrongdoing. “The truth shall set 
you free,” he told one well-wisher as he 
shook the man’s hand. 

Blagojevich appeared to display at least 
a hint of anxiety at one point after walking 
through a metal detector, fumbling with 
and dropping his wallet several times as he 
retrieved it from a basket. 

In the courtroom, he took his place at 
a separate defense table from his brother 
and co-defendant, and sat with his attor- 
neys to size up a pool of potential jurors 
for his corruption trial. They included a 
math teacher, an ex-Marine and a former 


WHAT ABOUT THE TAPES?

precinct captain who said she would ask 
“for guidance from my heavenly father” in 
deciding guilt or innocence. 

U.S. District Judge James B. Zagel got 
off to a late start and questioned only sev- 
en potential members of the jury before 
breaking for lunch. Among the first ques- 
tions he asked was whether they had read 
much about the case and whether they 
could set aside any preconceived notions 
about Blagojevich. 


Resident 
shoots 
intruder 
in South 
Austin

A South Austin resident shot and wounded a 
man who crashed through the window of his 
home while fleeing police early Thursday morn- 
ing, officials say 

The resident had a valid Firearm Owner’s 
Identification Card and police are not pursuing 
charges against him, police said. 

This is the second time in little more than 
a week that police have chosen not to pursue 
charges against someone who shot an intruder, 
despite Chicago’s ban on handguns. On May 26, 
an 80 -year-old East Garfield Park homeowner 
shot and killed a suspected burglar. 

In Thursday’s incident, Aaron Marshall was 
pulled over by police for a traffic violation in the 
300 block of North Pine Street in South Austin 
shortly after midnight, according to Police News 
Affairs Officer Laura Kubiak. 

Marshall, a convicted felon, jumped out of his 
car and led officers on a foot chase as he dropped 
a large quantity of narcotics, Kubiak said. 

Marshall crashed through the front window 
of a home on the 300 block of North Long Av- 
enue, Kubiak said. When police showed up at the 
home, they found the man shot in the chest, ap- 
parently with a revolver, Kubiak said. 

The residents told police they heard glass 
breaking and saw a man inside their home, Ku- 
biak said. One resident told police he feared for 
his safety and shot the man, Kubiak said. 

Marshall was taken to Mount Sinai Hospital, 
where his condition had stabilized. He was ex- 
pected to survive, officials said. 

Marshall, of the 5400 block of West Monroe 
Street, has been charged with criminal trespass 
and drug possession, Kubiak said. He also was 
ticketed for failure to heed a stop sign and for 
driving on a revoked license. 

Marshall’s criminal background includes a 
felony drug conviction in 2009 and a 2007 con- 
viction for felony aggravated unlawful use of a 
weapon, court records show. 
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Teen gunned down on bike 


A sudden thunderstorm came, and the doz- 
ens of people gathered at the block party 
Wednesday in Chicago’s Humboldt Park 
neighborhood scrambled to get home. 

But Jeremy Baggett, a 15-year-old nick- 
named “Mechanic Man,” didn’t make it. 

The freshman from Orr Academy High 
School was shot to death while pedaling his 
little brother’s green Mongoose bike down 
the 4100 block of 
Thomas Street, police 
said. 

“We were riding 
our bikes when these 
two guys in a black 
van came up and be- 
gan yelling at us,” 
said a teenager who 
described himself as 
one of Jeremy’s best 
friends. He didn’t want his name used for fear 
of retaliation. “We were all riding away, and 
then I heard five shots.” 

‘All of which hit him,” said Jeremy’s uncle 
Fred Booker. “Once in the head, once in the 
neck and three times in the chest. He didn’t 
have a chance. Just a kid.” 

Witnesses and family described seeing a 
van and a car chasing after Jeremy around 
9:30 p.m. Wednesday A gunman on foot 
trapped Jeremy at Thomas Street and Kar- 
lov Avenue in front of the local elementary 
school, they said. 

On Thursday friends and family gathered 
at Jeremy’s house and tried to comfort his 
mother. 

Adrianna Baggett, 16, with tears falling 
down her face, softly spoke of hearing the 
piercing screams of Jeremy’s mother, running 
around the corner and seeing the police lay a 
sheet over her cousin’s body 

“I never seen anything like that,” Adrianna 
Baggett said. “His blood was in the mud. I 
couldn’t take it. I went home and cried.” 

Police say they don’t have a description of 
the gunman.

Chicagoan 
on seized ship 
now in T urkey 

A pro-Palestinian activist from Chicago ar- 
rived in Turkey early Thursday morning along 
with hundreds of other people who were ar- 
rested by Israeli forces after they tried to take 
six aid ships to the Gaza Strip. 

The bloody confrontation that erupted on 
Fatima Mohammadi’s ship left nine activists 
dead and sparked international criticism over 
how Israel had handled the situation. 

“She said it was a blood bath,” said Mo- 
hammadi’s mother, Teresa, who said she was 
relieved to be able to communicate with her 
daughter over the Internet early Monday 
morning. 

Teresa Mohammadi said her daughter was 
arranging plane tickets to come back to the 
U.S. and was planning on attending memorial 
services in Turkey for the people who died on 
the Turkish-flagged Mavi Marmara. 

Fatima Mohammadi, 31, moved to Chicago 
from Boise, Idaho, in August 2008 after work- 
ing as an attorney in the Ada County public 
defenders’ office. 

In Chicago, Mohammadi worked as the 
U.S. organizer for Viva Palestina until Janu- 
ary, said Ron McKay, head of the organiza- 
tion in the U.S. 

She already had made two trips to Gaza 
with the activist group. 


Bat beating victim 
starting to speak 

Natasha McShane has started talking for the 
first time since she was beaten with a baseball 
bat while celebrating with a friend in Buck- 
town, her family says. 

“She’s whispering,” her grandmother, Ber- 
nadette McShane, said Thursday “She’s try- 
ing to talk.” 

Natasha McShane is speaking “odd words” 
like “yes” and “no”— not sentences— but 
slow progress still is progress, her grand- 
mother said. 

“I think it’s brilliant because there were 
stories that she would never walk or talk, but 
I never believed that. I never went down that 
road,” Bernadette McShane said. 

Natasha McShane, a 23-year-old from 
Northern Ireland, was one of two women 
beaten with a baseball bat in April.

LIMA, Peru He was tlie last person to see two 
young women alive— one in Aruba, one in Peru 
exactly five years later, police say Joran van der Sloot 
was caught in a taxi Thursday several days’ drive and 
a country away from the Lima hotel room where the 
second woman was found dead with a brol^en necli. 

A fixture on TV true-crime shows after Natalee 
Holloway’s disappearance in Aruba, the 22-year-old 
Dutchman did not speak or even turn his head when 
photographers shouted his name as Chilean police 
officers escorted him, without handcuffs, into a San- 
tiago police office for questioning. 

Aruban authorities didn’t prosecute van der Sloot 
even after he was caught on video saying he had asked 
a friend to dump Holloway’s body The Alabama 
woman’s family was outraged by how Aruban authori- 
ties handled the case, and now the family of another 
young woman wants to make sure they get justice. 

“This isn’t a coincidence, this murder,” Stephany 
Flores’ anguished father, Lima entertainment im- 
presario Ricardo Flores, told reporters after van der 
Sloot’s arrest.

charged in Alabama with trying to extort $250,000 
in return for giving the location of Holloway’s body 
and describing the circumstances of Holloway’s 
death. Federal prosecutors did not say who was alleg- 
edly extorted, but filed a sworn statement saying van 
der Sloot got a partial payment of $15,000 wired to a 
Netherlands bank. 

Flores, a 48 -year-old former race-car driver and 
sometime politician, called on authorities to immedi- 
ately bring van der Sloot to Peru to face justice. 

“It’s not just about my daughter,” he said. “There’s 
a matter pending in Aruba and we don’t know how 
many more remain unpunished.”

STANLEY CUP ★ BEARDS!

Adam Bxxrish has one. So does Jonathan Thews. 
Patrick Kane sorta does. 

Do you? 

The playoff beard has been sweeping Chicago 
ever since the Blackhawks entered the postseason 
race for Stanley Cup glory With Game 4 against 
the Philadelphia Flyers coming up Friday night, 
the longtime tradition of hockey players and fans 
growing that scraggly scruffy itchy beard is quite 
the hairy situation taking over the city. 

Die-hard guys refuse to bring a razor to their fac- 
es as long as the team refuses to lose— so no shaving 
until the Hawks are the champions, said Chicagoan 
Angel Gonzalez, 28. There is another, less awesome 
option for shaving: If the Blackhawks burn out. 

So what does Gonzalez’s beard say about him? 
“Dedication to winning the Stanley Cup,” he said. 

When fans grow such manly beards during the 
playoffs, it’s a sign of solidarity with the team, said 
Michael McKinley, author of “Hockey: A People’s 
History.” 

“That’s their attachment,” he said. “They’re with 
the guys. It shows a level of commitment.” 


Fair enough, but how did the whole hockey play- 
off beard come to be? 

You can thank the 1980 s New York Islanders 
for that, McKinley said. The team started the “We 
won’t shave till we won the jug” tradition during 
a winning streak three decades ago. The jug, of 
course, being the Stanley Cup. 

Interestingly Lord Stanley of Preston, the Gov- 
ernor General of Canada who gave the hockey 
world the Cup in 1892, himself sported a beard, but 
beards didn’t appear on the faces of hockey players 
in the early years of the sport, McKinley said. 

While McKinley has no proof as to what the Is- 
landers’ reasons were for starting the beard trend, 
he has a theory 

“It shows commitment to a caveman, barbarian, 
,herd mentality and they will do what they have to 
do to win the top prize,” McKinley said. 

In the 1993-94 season, the New Jersey Devils 
started growing playoff beards a little bit but lost in 
the Eastern Conference finals. The next year, the 
team whipped into a whisker frenzy and won the 
Stanley Cup in 1995, said player Kenny Daneyko, 
who won three championships. 

“It was good enough for the Islanders when they 


won four straight,” he said. 

A thick, rugged beard certainly can make play- 
ers appear intimidating, and Daneyko grew one 
with most of his teammates from then on. “Some 
guys put on the same socks and don’t change their 
gloves,” he said. “For me, it was the beard. It was 
my superstition and tradition.” 

While a fuzzy face can give the team a sense of 
camaraderie, it also plays into the menacing, tough 
guy persona assumed by many hockey players in 
the rink. 

“If we look tough, we’ll be tough,” McKinley 
said. That sweaty, grungy beard also can be used as a 
secret weapon on the ice. If players aren’t wearing a 
face shield and digging in a corner for the puck, the 
unkempt beard can be, say, dangerous. “That beard 
is going to jab you like a porcupine,” McKinley said. 

Rockford native Eric Lackscheide, 30, says people 
in Seattle, where he now lives, don’t get why he hasn’t 
shaved. “I’ve been growing this since the beginning 
of April, since they started the playoffs. Unfortu- 
nately, I grow hair like a 12-year-old kid,” he said. 

“Honestly, I can’t wait until it comes off,” Lack- 
scheide said.

Matt Pearlman’s ritual for watching the Black- 
hawks on TV fuses alcohol-soaked, frat-party 
antics with an old-school aesthetic. 

For away games, the 25-year-old real estate 
agent dons his throwback Blackhawks jersey a 
pair of black denim Wranglers and a hand-me- 
down 1974 Starter jacket. A few seconds before 
the puck drops to begin the game, Pearlman 
and friends crowd around and engage in a so- 
called “beer monster.” 

“It’s where you put your shirt over your head, 
get on one knee and chug your beer through 


your shirt,” explained Pearlman, of Lincoln 
Park. “We do it in hopes of a Blackhawks vic- 
tory” 

A few short years ago, when previous Hawks 
owner Bill Wirtz didn’t allow home games to 
be televised, the Blackhawks were more scarce 
on TV than “Mr. Belvedere” reruns. But now 
the Stanley Cup-seeking team is one of the 
hottest shows on the air (more Chicago view- 
ers tuned into the finale of the Western Con- 
ference finals on NBC than the overhyped 
final episode of “Lost”), and many Chicagoans 
such as Pearlman are forming their own tradi- 
tions and viewing rituals. 


There are some fans who trot out all of their 
Blackhawks gear and regalia and travel to a 
loud, crowded sports bar to try to create an 
atmosphere that could be described as United 
Center Lite. 

“They’re the people who want to be at the 
game but can’t drop $300 or $400 for a ticket 
,so they come here as an alternative,” said Bob 
Casey, a manager at Joe’s Bar in Old Town, 
which hosted the Wednesday’s official Road- 
watch party for Game 3 of the finals. 

That description fits Jay Taylor, 23, of Lakev- 
iew, well. On game days, Taylor suits up in his

For some Blackhawks fans, just watching the 
games on TV with other people is still a novelty 
Elliott Ritter, 26, of Wicker Park, said he 
had trouble finding anyone to watch the Black- 
hawks with a few years ago, but finds now that 
he has a “good nucleus” of friends to enjoy the 
game with.

bars in his neighborhood, such as upscale spot 
The Pony in Lakeview. 

“I’d love to be there in person, but I’m sort 
of funemployed right now so spending maybe 
$15 on drinks is a lot better for my wallet then 
spending five to 10 times that to go,” Taylor 
said. 

Places such as Joe’s Bar create a Madhouse 
on Madison-like atmosphere by playing the 
same intro video used at the stadium, flashing 
a red light after a Blackhawks score and playing 
the familiar Fratellis tune “Chelsea Dagger.” 

“People go nuts right off the bat from the 
time the national anthem starts,” Casey said. 
“People scream at the TV, cheer loudly at goals 
and groan at big hits. It’s very much like being 
at the game.” 


EUiott Ritter enjoys going to sports bars 
such as BuU and Bear and Harry Cara/s oc- 
casionally for the “feels-like-you’re-actually- 
there” experience, but more frequently he 
joins a small group of friends at an apartment 
to watch the games. 

“Sometimes I’d rather it be like the opposite 
of going to the game,” said Ritter, 26, of Wicker 
Park. “I prefer getting a few friends and being 
able to hear the commentary on TV and really 
focus on the action itself It’s more intimate.” 

Ritter, who works at an environmental as- 
sessment agency, said most of the work and 
planning for the gatherings involves choosing 
a destination and deciding on food. 

“We usually plan our menus beforehand, 
and we plan it so food will be ready between 


periods,” Ritter said. “One of my friends works 
for a seafood company so there’s usually fish 
involved.” 

Meanwhile, Tabitha Boorsma, 27, deliber- 
ately skips the sports-bar scene (“The people 
at bars in Wrigleyville are just too obnoxious,” 
she said.) and catches the Blackhawks at her 
friend’s apartment. 

“It’s nice because it’s pretty chill, and I like 
being able to hear all the announcing and the 
sounds of the game,” said Boorsma, of Logan 
Square. 

Boorsma said her game time tradition also 
includes making a special popcorn mix and 
drinking “good beer instead of the crappy stuff 
I usually get.”

Less a parenting allegory than a study 
in people’s perverse curiosity about the 
unknown, the impressively assured “Splice” 
asks if the ends justify the means. No matter 
what the potential consequences, we’re not 
going to stop wondering.

Sean Combs: The new funnyman

Sean Combs has been many things— rap- 
per, producer, clothing designer, magazine 
publisher, reality-TV star and business ex- 
ecutive. On Friday, he’ll add another line to 
his resume with his role in “Get Him to the 
Greek” — funnyman. 

“I think this role will definitely be a revela- 
tion to people,” said Combs, known to most 
as Diddy as he leaned into a couch backstage 
at the L.A.’s Greek Theatre last month. 
“People have this perception of me— which 
is my fault— of maybe a rapper or Cham- 
pagne-sipping and Hamptons and white fur 
and just cliche type of things that are just 
kind of old and dated and corny, which isn’t 
how I am today, you know? That was just 
part of my image for a second. It wasn’t who 
Sean is. You evolve— like, I need to retire my 
diamond necklace and fur jacket now. Things 
change. Times change.” 

If nothing else, his part in “Greek” is sure 
to surprise people. The 40 -year-old plays Ser- 
gio Roma, the maniacal record executive who 
lords over an employee (Jonah Hill) who’s in 
charge of chaperoning an unruly rock star

(Russell Brand) from 
London to the L.A. 
concert venue. 

On the surface, 
the role doesn’t seem 
like a stretch for the 
hard-edged music 
mogul. But even op- 
posite Brand and 
Hill, Combs manages 
to stand out, reveal- 
ing his character’s 
relentless ambition 
and moral insanity through a series of gonzo 
monologues that simultaneously reinforce 
and subvert his already established persona. 

It’s not the most nuanced role, but it’s cer- 
tainly entertaining. Never before has Combs 
seemed so comfortable playing a character 
onscreen, and part of that may have to do 


with the production process. According to 
producer Judd Apatow and director Nicholas 
Stoller, Combs quickly became adept at the 
Apatow-ian style of improvisation. 

“He’s done a lot of reality TV, and that’s 
actually not that dissimilar to what we do— 
thinking on your feet and trying to be amus- 


ing,” Apatow said during a phone interview. 
“It’s always fun to see people satirizing their 
public persona, and he was very open and will- 
ing to goof on anything.” 

For Combs, the challenge wasn’t in impro- 
visation but rather in finding a way to distance 
the character’s personality from his own. 

“I didn’t want to take the easy way out and 
just have it be a cameo,” he said. So he decided 
to prepare for the role by writing out a back 
story for his character’s life: at age 6, Sergio 
was an assistant road manager to Pink Floyd; 
at 12, he was in charge of the women and orga- 
nization of drugs for Rick James; by 14, he had 
started his own record company 

It’s the kind of dedicated thought about a 
seemingly silly part that he hopes will make 
people take him seriously as a comedian. 

“To be honest, as an actor, I had a dream— 
and everybody had laughed at me— but I was 
just like, there’s nobody to ever fill the void 
of the way Eddie Murphy was in ‘48 Hrs.’ Or, 
you know, even Chris Ticker. And as a co- 
medic actor, I think I could one day fill that 
role,” he said. ‘And people are like. Are you 
crazy? You’re not even funny’ ”
